Tulishi (Kuntulishi, Thulishi, Tulesh) is a Kadu language spoken in 
Kordofan. Dialects are Tulishi proper and Kamdang.

The Dar el Kabira and Kamdang dialects are reportedly similar. 

Villages are Aabiisa, Aliyooro Manadaha, Jebels Tulishi, Kamdang, 
Kirakaati, Laati, Lawwa, Nattilongke, Ntukungnge, and Thudhi in 
South Kordofan state. 
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
